— 250 men, a signal battery of 4S to 50 men in three platoons » arid two enzinsor 
units; two howituer artillery battalions; and an AT artillery battalion, Accord= 
ing to the kitchon personnel, there were 2,000 men in the reginent, The howitzer 
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artillery battalions, as well as the AT artillery battalion, were 
orcanized into a headquarters with headquarters platoon and three 
batterics, cach of upwards of 100 men in two platoons, ** ALL the 
components of the regiment had the same postal number, the battalion being 
indicated by a capital suffix letter] 
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So ach of the teries of the howitser artillery battalions was equipved with
